DIES—HEART FAILS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.— 
United States Senator Francis G. 
Newlands of Nevada died here 
tonight at 10:10 o'clock of heart 
failure. He was chairman of 
the Senate committee investigat- 
ing railroad problems. 

Senator Francis Griffith New- 
lands was born in Natchez, Miss. 
August 28, 1848. He was the 
son of James B. and Jessie New- 
lands. He was an advocate of 
bi-metalism and for years was 
vice chairman of the National 
Silver Committee. “He was act- 
ive in irrigation development and 


other matters of western inter- 
est. 

In the senate he was chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce, and dur- 
ing the recent rate hearings of 
the joint committee of the 
House of Representatives in this 
city Senator Newlands presided. 

He was a member of Congress 
from 1898 to 1908.
